WASHINGTON, D, ., October 24.
A sad blow was dealt the Congressional
Freo Seed Distribution by the Nationsl
Farmers' Congress, a few days ago, at
Rock Island, Tlinols, and thoss Con-
gressmen who have eontended that the
only reason they voted to eontinue the
distribution of these prize packages of
eatnip and rhubarh seed was becanse
the “farmers want them” will, from
wolf respect, be compelled to abandon
the plea. The Parmers' Congress was
comporeil of a thousand lelogates from
all parts of the eountry, répresenting
varfous organizations of agrienlturists,
Naturnlly free seads came hefore it and
several antifree seed resolutions were
presented. A speelal commitiee was
appointed to rnmictnr the subject and
the resolutions, and reported the fol.
lawing:

“Resolved; That we are opposed to
the system of seed distribution as now
ronducted by the Federal Govarmment,
but helleve in the work of exploring
foreign countries for such seeds and
plants as may be profitably introduced
Into this country, and reccommend that
the money expended for seed distribu:
tlon ns now conducted, he added to the
fund for maintaining Ameriean seed
and plant explorers in other countries,
under direction of the United States
Department of Agrioulture, and the dis-
tributlon of the same among the Ag-
vienltural Fxperiment Stations of the
eountry for practical test.”

A lively debate followed in which
one speaker after another denounced
the free weed distribution as a fake
and a swindle, One of the most prom.
fnent sponkers sald it was “the higmest
humbug that has been perpstrated on
the American fariners for fifty yeara
Nona of the L-]'n'il.!-{t"rll hind a word to
say in defonso of the practice, and at
the conelnsion of the discussion a ris.
ing vote was demanded. With a shout
the thousand delegntes rose and the
resolution  was declared  unanimounsly
ndopted, nmid great applause,

PORTLAND, Oct, 23.—The strike dif.
forences in Portland between shippers
and grain handlers is still on. In a
final effort to reach an amicable agree-
ment of the strike differences, the
grainhandlers, through their attorney,
Russel] Sewall, have handed theip agree-
ment and ultimatum regarding the
sonditional unionizing of the machine
men, welghers and samplers, to T. B,
Wilcox, president of the Portland Flour-
ing Mills company. Tt was presented
at & meeting of the exporters at noom
but no final action was taken,

W, J. Burns, publicity agent of Bal-
four, Gutherle Co, was igoored, and
it is sald it was done to seccure a
prestige through Mr, Wileox, who i
declarad to be in sympathy with the
unfon men, and he has promised to do
his utmost to win over the other ex:

ment. Mr. Burns stated today that
they do not propose to have the weigh-
ers belong to the union, and he claims
to have done his utmost to bring the
wtrike to a termination. He stated that
his company were making preparations
to meet all future emergencies, Ma-
chinery has been bought and a strong
company has been organized and will
be incorpomted immediately to do the
stevedore work in port. “We have se-
cured all the men vecessary for the
handling of grain shipments, as we can
not afford to have vessels and cargoes
lying idle,

Attorney Sewall has been designated
publicity agent for the grainhandlers
and longshoremen and in the future he
is oxpected to give ont information
bearing on the strike, Mr. Sewall has
alsog been retained to prosecute cases
agninst the strikers who are caught as-
sailing non.unibn men.  The union
members say they feel the recent es-
enpades on the water front have tended
to hurt their fight materinlly and as
an evidence of their determination to
stamp out the practice, resolutions
were passed by the longshoremen and
grainhandlers today to prosecute all of-
fonders of the two locals,

Canadian Officials Arrest Thirty
. Japs From Schooner,

NOT ALLOWED IN DOMINION

Schooner Mary Brings Ninety.six Jap-
anese Under a Scheme Planned in
Canada and Other Pro-
vinces,

VIOTORIA, B. €, Oet, 23.—A schemn
has been dizcovered by officials of the
dominion government of Canada, hav-
sing for its objeet the landing of o
large number of Japanese laborers in
Cannda, Over thirty contraband Jap-
anese landed in Canada by the schooner
Suin Maru, have been arrested by of-
ficors of the government and will be
transported, under the laws of the gov.
ernment. At least fifty more are be-
lieved to be st large. The eaptain of
the Sulan Maru admitted that he had
ninety-six - Japanese on board, The
scheme was to land all of them in Can-
ada, with more to ecome, but was frus-
trated by the Japanese agents. Otiwer
steamers or schooners with Japanese
are expected to arrive daily, but the
officers will be on the outlook for them,
and if an attempt is made to land
them, they will be immediately deport.

SHAW AND MOODY RETIRE

WASHINGTON, Oct, 23—An import.
ant meeting of President Roosevelt’s
eabinet was held today, at which time
disenssion of cabinet changes was men-
tioned. Following the atatement re-
garding prospective changes in the
President’s ecabinet, which was made
publie tonight at the White House, the
changes suggested and which have been
agreed upon, will be as follows:

On the retirement of Secretary Shaw
and Attorney General Moody, it was
decided that George B, Cortelyon would
be appointed secretary of the treasury,
and General George Von L. Meyer will
sucesed him as Postmaster General
Charles J. Bonaparte will be appointed
Attopney Gemeral, Vietor H. Metealf
secretany of the navy, and Osear 8.
Strauss secretary of Commerce and La-
bor.

The understanding is, and agreed
upon at the cabinet meeting, that See-
retary Moody will retire on January 1
and Secretary Shaw on March 4. The
appointment of Mr. Strauss was a sur-
prise to everyone, as it is the firet in.
stance where a Hebrew has been made
a member of the cabinet. He iz well
known as a New York merchant, dip-
lomal and auvthor, and is considered as
one of the brightest men in the state
of New York.
